Students Representing Many Nationalities Debate as to the 
Absurdity or Sense of the Slogan—Suh Hu’s Impression. 


An interesting debate took place at the Cosmopolitan Clubhouse on the Hill 
The subject was the motto which has been printed at the top of the editorial page 
of The Ithaca Journal since the Mexican question began to become critical—^My 
country, may it ever be right, but right or wrong, my country.” The last phrase, 
“right or wrong, my country ” started the discussion. 


An American student averred that it was an absolute absurdity, to stand 
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by one’s country whether it was right or wrong. All the other students present— 
including the representatives of all the different countries in the Club defended 
the saying vigorously. This number included students from all the different coun- 
tries represented in the Cosmopolitan Club. “Some called it an absolute absurdity, 
while others defended it vigorously.” No conclusion was reached. 
Suh Hu's idea 

Suh Hu, the president of the Club, was struck by one thought that seemed 
to him to come nearest to the heart of the problem and presents it as follows: 

“It appears to me that the fallacy of the saying “Right or wrong, my coun- 
try’ lies in the fact that there is a double standard of morality. No one will deny 
that there is a standard of justice and righteousness—among the civilized ‘people 
at least. Suppose 'my country” should tax me unconstitutionally, confiscate my 
property unjustly, or have me imprisoned without a trial, I would undoubtedly 
protest, even if it were done in the name of the law of *my country. 

“But when we come to international affairs, we immediately discard that 
standard of justice and righteousness, and we declare with no little pride, ‘Right 
or wrong, my country. Am I not right in saying that we are applying a double 


Standard of morality—one to our fellow countrymen and another to foreign or 


‘outlandish’ people? It seems to me that unless we adopt one standard of right- 
eousness both within and without our country, we have no common ground on 
which we can argue.” I

“Signed at. London, July 13, 1911. 

“Preamble: 

“The government of Great Britain and the government of Japan, 
having in view the important changes which have taken place in the 
situation since the conclusion of the Anglo-Japanese agreement of 
the 12th of August, 1905, and believing that a revision of that agree- 
ment responding to such changes would contribute to general sta- 
bility and repose, have agreed upon the following stipulations to 
replace the agreement above mentioned, such stipulations having the 
same object as the said agreement, namely: 

“(a) The consolidation and maintenance of the general peace 
in the regions of Eastern Asia and India.. 

“(b) The preservation of the common interests of all powers in 
China by insuring the independence and integrity of the Chinese 
empire and the principle of equal opportunities for the commerce and

industry of all nations in China. 

“(6) The maintenance of the territorial rights of the high con- 
tracting parties in the regions of Eastern Asia and India, and the 
defense of their special interests in the said regions. 


Article I. 


“Tt is agreed that whenever, in the opinion of either Great Bri- 
tain or Japan, any of the rights and interests referred to in the pre- 
amble of this agreement are in jeopardy, the two governments will 
communicate with one another fully and frankly and will consider 
in common, the measures which should be taken to safeguard those 
menaced rights or interests. 


Article II. 
“If by reason of unprovoked attack or aggressive action, when- 


ever arising, on the part of any Power or Powers, either high con- 
tracting party should be involved in war in defense of its territorial 


rights or special interests mentioned in the preamble of this agree- 
ment, the other high contracting party will at once come to assistance 
of i:s ally and will conduct the war in common and make peace in 
mutual agreement with it. 


Article III. 


. 


“The high contracting parties agree that neither of them will, 
without consulting the other, enter into. separate arrangements with 
another Power to the prejudice of the objects described in the pre- 
amble of this agreement. 


Article IV. 


“Should either high contracting party conclude a treaty of gen- 
eral arbitration with a third power, it is agreed that nothing in this 
agreement shall entail upon such contracting party an obligation 
to go to war with the power with whom such treaty of arbitration 
is in force. 
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Article V. 


“The condition under which armed assistance shall be afforded 
by either power to the other in the circumstances mentioned in the 
present agreement and the means by which such assistance is to be 
made available will be arranged by the naval and military authorities 
of the high contracting parties, who will from time to time consult 
one another fully and freely upon all questions of mutual interest. 


Article VI. 


“The present agreement shall come into effect immediately after 
the date of its signature, and remain in force for ten years from 
that date. 

“In case neither of the high contracting parties should have 
notified twelve months before the expiration of the said ten years 
the intention of terminating it, it shall remain binding until the 
expiration of one year from the day on which either of the high 


contracting parties shall have denounced it. But, if when the date 
fixed for its expiration arrives, either ally is actually engaged in war, 
the alliance shall ipso facto continue untii peace is concluded.

It seems to me that one must first have the Christian point of view 
in mind in order to be able to say that what Jesus did during the 
crucifixion was greater and nobler than what Socrates did at his 
death......-..Shall I say that you have unjustly though uncon- 
sciously belittled the death of Socrates? 

“Again, you say: “The way Jesus acted showed Him to be the 
Son of God, and because He was the Son of God, He acted as He 
did.’ It seems to me that here you are unconsciously reasoning in a 
circle. You assume the Christian assumption that Jesus was the 
Son of God. For to me who have no such presupposition in mind, 
the behavior of Jesus during his crucifixion does not prove that He 
was God’s Son, any more than the death of Socrates or the death of 
Stephen (Acts 6.) proves Socrates or Stephen to be the Son of God.

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ADEQUATE DEFENSE. 

Just as Congress assembles an apparently well organized and 
financed movement starts to create a scare about national defenses. 
Although there are presented no arguments not thoroughly refuted 
by the European war, the backers of this movement evidently hope 
to cause a panic and thus get the appropriations they desire. One 
may well question the sincerity and patriotism of those who resort 
to such methods. At present they deny wanting big armaments but 
only ask enough for “adequate defense”. What is adequate defense? 
In case of war no defense is adequate that is not stronger than the 
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opposing force, and inadequate defense, these panic creators tell us, 
is as good as none So to have “adequate defense? we must create 
an armament more powerful than any possible combination of foes 
could bring against us. And that would only be a beginning, for our 
potential foes might suspect that we were planning to attack them, 
just as we suspect them of planning to attack us. They would at- 
tempt to outstrip us in building armaments. Our jingo alarmists 
would call attention to this, create another scare and urge further 
appropriations. Such a race would be ruinous. To stop it either one 
side would have to voluntarily retire, and thus make its peaceful in- 
tentions clear, or it would have to find some pretext to attack the 
other when conditions for victory would seem most favorable. 
Europe's experience shows that the latter alternative is the most likely 
to be selected. Preparations for war only lead to war. The only 
adequate defense does not consist in armaments, but in just dealings 
with the people of all nations.

Before Japan landed her troops at Lungkow the Germans in Kiao- 
Chau had been taking military measures in the Shantung Province 
far beyond the zone within which China asked Germany and Japan 
to limit their operations. It would, then, have been suicidal for 
Japan to confine her military action within the so-called war zone. 
Others again impute to Japan the violation of the principle of China’s 
territorial integrity should she retain Kiao-Chau after the war. I 
cannot agree with such a construction. Of course, we cannot foretell 
what final agreement will be made between China and Japan about 
Kiao-Chau. This much, however, is certain: If the Allies finally 
win, -Japan will have proper claims to make for the blood and trea- 
sure expended for the capture of Kiao-Chau and in running the great 
risk of having for her foe a power so formidable as Germany. Even 
should Japan decide to retain Kiao-Chau, it would not be a viola- 


tion of China's integrity, for Kiao-Chau was not a part -of China; 
its complete sovereignty, at least for ninety-nine years, rested ia 


Germany. 
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ETHICS OF NON-RESISTANCE 


SIR: In an editorial entitled “Security for Neútrals,” in The 
New Republic, the argument was advanced that the violation of 
Belgium proves the necessity of armament in the United States if we 





would preserve our national interests. “A world,in which a Belgium 
could be violated was a world in which national inoffensiveness offer- 
ed no security against attack and in which a pacifist democratic ideal 
would have to fight for its life." If an ideal must fight for its life, 
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may I suggest that a gun is an ineffective weapon for it? If your 
gun kills your opponent, naturally he can’t be a strong supporter of 
your ideal. If your gun wounds him, naturally he won't be a strong 
supporter of your ideal. If you get shot by his gun—by the rules of 
warfare he will shoot you only if you are trying to shoot him—your 
ideal loses the only supporter it has. If Belgium and England and 
France had determined to uphold an ideal, such as democratic anti- 
militarism, and to persuade Germans to accept their ideal, they were 
idiotic to go about killing some of'the Germans they wished to con- 
vert, and getting thousands of their own men—supporters of their 
ideal—into slaughter-trenches. It is an acknowledgment of lack of 
faith in the efficacy of an ideal to urge that it must have guns in 
order to live. If an ideal is worth anything at all it will make its 
own persuasive appeal to the minds of men, and any gun-protected 
ideal is likely not to be an ideal at all, but only gun-protected self- 
ishness. 


It was criminal for Belgians to shoot German peasants. It was 
criminal for German peasants to shoot Belgian factory-hands. On 
one side it was criminal self-preservation, the Germans fighting for 
their homes with the fear that if they did not march through Belgium, 
the French would, and on the other side it was criminal self-preserva- 
tion, the Belgians fighting for their homes. What more am I saying 
than that war is hideously wrong? I am saying that war for selt- 
preservation is hideously wrong, that self-preservation at the cost 
of war is criminal. 

Would I kill a stranger in order to prevent his killing a neighbor? 
If there were no other way to prevent him—yes—or else I would be 
guilty of permitting murder. France is the cultural neighbor of 
Belgium—Germany compared with France is the stranger. Was 
Belgium therefore justified in trying to prevent Germary from 
crushing France? By no means, because by resisting Germany, 
Belgium made it possible for England and France to crush Germany. 
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If my neighbor was bent on murdering the stranger, should I kill the 
stranger? No, for then I should be abetting murder. Belgium was 
aiding. her neighbor France to murder German soldiers; The only 
argument that can be offered. for Belgium is that she acted in self- 
defense, but I maintain that the setting up of self-defense above all 
consideration of others is criminal, for H logically leads in the end 
to murder. 

The editorial to which I have referred maintained that if 
Belgium had refused to fight she would have been cowardly. Does 
the Editor of The New Republic hold that the Socialists who vowed a 
year ago that they would refuse to fight, and who quickly joined the 
ranks when war was declared—does he hold that these men would 
have been more cowardly than they were if they had stood out 
against mobilization? Surely one cannot call the Socialists cowards 
because they did not refuse to fight, and with the same lips say 
that the Belgians would have been cowards if they had refused to 


fight. I believe that the man who kills another in self-preservation 
is a coward& He is a coward because he is so much afraid to lost 
his property or life that he is actually willing to commit murder. 
Am I a coward when I declare before God and my conscience that 
I would refuse to enlist even though there were conscription in the 
United States to create an army to resist foreign invasion? If [ 
were a Quaker, there are precedents from Civil War times under 
which I could legally escape service at the front. But I am not a 
Quaker. I would probably have to suffer imprisonment or execution 
for treason. Some of my friends who will read this present state- 
ment may despise me. Other young men may sneer at me. Yet I 
say I would never willingly kill a man to save my own life. Now, 
do you think me a coward? 

If the people of the United States continue to believe that self- 
preservation is their highest duty, let them put their trust in arma- 
ment as the only “security for neutrals.” If they ever come to believe 
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what the Greatest Man taught—a doctrine his Church has been 
denying—they will see that war even in self-defense, like all war, is 
murder, is criminal and cowardly.

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Your letter of appreciation of my communication to the New 
Republic gave me the greatest pleasure. More than that it gave me 
encouragement when I was sorely in need of it. 'The certainty that 
there was at least one reader with sufficient clarity of vision to see 
the truth made me believe that there were others also. I thank you 
most sincerely for writing what you did. 

I found only two sympathizers before I sent the communication, 


and since it appeared, even members of my family have told me 
that they were sorry to have me put myself on record as believing 
such nonsense. I have an article of some length which I have been 
vainly trying to have published, and I had almost reached the con- 
clusion that it was no longer worth while trying to place it when 
your letter came and gave me new enthusiasm.

heart of the whole matter—anti-self-presevation. The Belgian Poet 
Maeterlinck says that 'self-preservation is the profoundest of all our 
instincts’. Surely he thought very superficially. Of course we 
may agree with him that self-preservation is the profoundest in- 
stinet, but many men have in all ages found many claims more 
insistent than that of self-preservation. Self-preservation is: not the 
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profoundest motive of numan action. Men will die for duty, honor, 
love, ete, even for revenge. The individual must be willing to sacri- 
fice life for duty and honor. Must not the state also? Do not 
claims of duty and honor and the ideal of the Brotherhood of States 
appeal to governments as well as to individuals? They do, but their 
appeal has either not been recognized or the way to answer their 
appeal has not been followed. The idea of self-preservation must 
be challenged! 

“In your letter you say “We must take the attitude of non-resis- 
tance, not as the expedient attitude, but as the right attitude’. I 
have carried out this thought in my article which I have called 
‘Effective Resistance to War’. I do not believe in ‘non-resistance’. At 
least I don't like the term. It’s flabby and weak. I like better the 
term “Effective Resistance'. Resistance by means of physical force 
is the least effective means of resistance. Ordinarily the world 
thinks that a man who uses some form of force other than physical 


with which to resist, is merely a non-resister. Most of the world 
thinks only with material or physical: conceptions. Spiritual resis- 
tance, the resistance of forgiving one's enemies, of “turning the other 
check’, etc, is the most positive and effective kind of resistance. ....” 
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woth stots In a word, it is the means of repelling hostile aggression 
which make hostile aggression disastrous and which generate the 
fear by which hostile nations come to think aggression justified. 
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“Between civilized nations, therefore, non-resistance would seem 
not only a distant religions ideal, but the course of practical wisdom. 
Only pride and fear stand in the way of its adoption. But the pride 
of military glory might be overcome by a nobler pride and the fear 
might be overcome by a clearer .realization of the solidity and indes- 
tructibility of a modern civilized nation”.

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Sir: I read with great interest the letter from “A Friend of 
China," published in your Journal for February sixth. I heartily 
share his optimism that “the situation now developing may be of 


decided advantage to all concerned," but I entirely disagree with im 


in his notion of the ways in which his optimistic dreams are to be 
realized. He seems to hold that the solution of the Far Eastern 
question lies in Japan's taking a “responsible and effective direction 
of China's affairs.” That, in my humble judgment, can never be 
the real solution of the problem. 

“A Friend of China” seems to have ignored the important fact 
that we. are now living in an age of national consciousness. He for- 
gets that even the Philippines cannot rest contented under the ap- 
parently “beneficial” rule of the United States. .In this twentieth 
century no nation can ever hope peacefully to rule over or to inter- 
fere with the internal administrative affairs of another nation, how- 
ever beneficial that rule or that interference may be. The Chinese 
national consciousness has exterminated the Manchu rule, and, I am 
sure, will always resent any foreign rule or “direction.” 

Moreovér, your correspondent has been too drastic in his estima- 
tion of the capacity of the Chinese people for self-government and 
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self-development. “The Republic,” says he, “held up to the world as 
evidencing the regeneration of the East has proved, as was bound 
to be the case, a dismal failure.....China as a progressive state has 
been tried and found wanting. She is incapable of developing her- 
self So runs his accusation. But let me remind him that the 
transformation of a vast nation like China cannot be accomplished in 
a day. Read such books as John Fiske's “The Critical Period of 
American History," and it will be clear that even the establishment 
of the American republic was not achieved by a sudden and miracul- 
ous fiat. The Chinese republic has been no more a failure than the 
American republic was a failure in those dismal days under the 
Articles of Confederation. The Chinese Revolution occurred in 
October, 1911. Three years have hardly passed since the formation 
of the republic.

Dear Sir: 


Permit me to say a few words concerning your editorial on 
“Japan and China” which appeared on Feb. 24, 1915. As your edi- 
torial was largely based upon a letter to the New Republic from a 
man who signs himself “A Friend of China”, I beg to enclose a letter 
in which I have endeavored to show the fallacies in his arguments. 
In my humble judgment, the New Republic correspondent cannot be 
a true “friend of China”, nor can he be “an expert in Eastern affairs’, 
as The Outlook seems to think. 
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As one who comes from among the Chinese people and who 
knows their inspirations and aspirations, I declare most emphatically 
that any attempt to bring about a Japanese domination or “direction” 
in China is no more and no less than sowing the seeds of future 
disturbance and bloodshed in China for the countless years to come. 
It is true that at the present moment China is not capable of resist- 
ing any “armed” demands, however unreasonable they may be. But 
whosoever seeks to secure “the maintenance of stable conditions in 
the East” by advocating Japanese assumption of the directorship 
or protectorship of China, shall live to see youthful'and heroic, 
though not immediately useful, blood flow all over the Celestial 
Republic! Have we not seen anti-Japanese sentiments already pre- 
vailing in many parts of China? 

I sincerely believe that the ultimate solution of the Far Eastern 
question must be sought in a mutual understanding and co-operation 
between China and Japan. But that mutual understanding and co- 


operation cannot possibly be brought forth by any armed conquest 
of the one by the other. 

As to China's capacity for self-development, 1 refer you to the 
enclosed letter to the New Republic, which you may reproduce, if 
you so desire.

Perhaps on Thomas Carlyle's good old theory that every man 
needs a master, some Western theorists are arguing that the solution 
of the Far Eastern question lies in placing upon Japan the respon- 
sible and effective direction of Chinese affairs. Japan herself takes 
this view, it seems, but it is not enthusiastically indorsed by the 
government at Washington and it will not harden into reality without 
serious remonstrance. 
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Suh Hu, writing from Ithaca, where we imagine him to be an 
active member of the Cornell Cosmopolitan Club, does not agree, 
either. He declares that in this twentieth century “no nation can 
ever hope peacefully to rule over or to interfere with the internal 
administrative affairs of another nation, however beneficial that 
rule or that interference may be.” That is a sweeping assertion, 
demanding present modification in several cases. But China has 
developed an active and progressive consciousness. Suh Hu is right 
when he says that the establishment of the American republic was 
not accomplished by an instantaneous fiat; and as a matter of fact 
he believes that the Chinese republic is getting along as well as the 
American republic was doing at the Critical Period, described by 
the late John Fiske. 

“Mexico” concludes Suh Hu, “has the right'to revolution. China 
has the right to her own development.” There is some room for 
argument as regards the first part of that declaration; none what- 


ever with regard to the second. A Japanese attempt to assume 
charge of China will result in a sea of trouble; and we hope Japan

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AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL CHINESE STUDENTS. 
My dear Brethren: 


If I may judge from the sentiments expressed in the last issue 
of the Monthly, I am afraid we have completely lost our heads, and 
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have gone mad. “Fight and be vanquished, if we must”, says one 
Club. Even, Mr. W. K. Chung, a Christian of mature thought, de- 
clares in fiery eloquence: “Even if we fight and be defeated and 
consequently suffer the disgrace of losing our country,—even this 
course should be inevitable and preordained, I still say, we could 
not but choose to fight. ......Let us fight and be conquered like 
Belgium”. Even our Editor-in-chief who in his editorials advised 
us that hotheads have no place in the deliberation of such great 
national danger and that we should consult our heads as well as 
our hearts,—ever he writes on another page: “The Chinese will 
have no choice (which they will not hesitate to make) but to fight!” 

Now, let me say that all this is pure insanity. We have lost 
our heads. We are excited, nervous, nay, “patriotically insane.” 
My Brethren, it is absolutely useless to get excited at such a critical 
moment. No excitement, nor high-sounding sentiments, nor sensa- 
tional suggestions, have ever helped any nation. Talking of fighting 


“on paper” is the most shallow course for us to take, who call 
ourselves “students” and “capable men”. 

It seems to me that the right course for us students to take 
at this moment and at this distance from China, is this. Let us be 
calm. Let us DO OUR DUTY which is TO STUDY. Let us not be 
carried away by the turmoil of the newspaper from our serious mis- 
sion. Let us apply ourselves seriously, calmly, undisturbedly and 
unshakenly to our studies, and PREPARE OURSELVES to uplift 
our fatherland, if she survives this crisis—as 1 am sure she will,— 
or to resurrect her from the dead, if it needs be! 

My brethren, THAT is our duty and our right course! 

I say, talking of fighting Japan at this present moment is 
insanity. For how can we fight? Our Editor-in-chief says that we 
have the fighting strength of one million determined soldiers. Let 
us look at the facts, we have at most 120,000 soldiers that can be 
called “trained”, but poorly equipped. And we have absolutely no 
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navy: the largest vessel in our navy is a third-class cruiser with a 
displacement of 4,300 tons. And how about munitions? What shall 
we fight with? 

So I say. with all sincerity and with all devotion to China, 
that it is pure nonsense and foolishness to talk of fighting when 
there is not the slightest chance of gaining anything but devasta- 
tien, and devastation, and devastation! 

And you talk of Belgium,—of heroic Belgium! My dear Bre- 
‚thren, let me tell you with all my heart and soul that to resist the 
tide of an ocean with a single hand is no heroism, and that to 
strike an egg against a rock is no heroism! Moreover, Belgium 
did not contemplate such an utter defeat. Read such books as How 
Belgium Saved Europe by Dr. Charles Sarolea of Belgium, and you 
will see that she was sure of French assistance and of British sup- 
port. And she was confident of her Liege and her Antwerp which 
had the reputation of being the strongest fortifications in the 


world. So Belgium staked all her fortune for the “glory” of being 
a heroic nation! Was that true courage? Was that true hercism? 

And my Brethren, think of Belgium and of the Belgians of 
to-day! Is the “glory” of heroism worth all the sacrifice? 

I am not blaming the Belgians. What I want to point out 
here is that Belgium is not worth China’s imitating, and that 
whosoever wishes China to follow Belgium’s path and fate is sinning 
against China. 

In conclusion, let me repeat: DO NOT GET EXCITED: LET 
US DO OUR DUTY which is to Study. 

The final solution of the Far Eastern Question is not to be 
sought in fighting Japan at present; nor in any external inter- 
ference by any other Power or Powers; nor in any temporary relief 
such as the equilibrium of powers or that of the Open Door; nor 
in any such proposal as the Japanese Monroe Doctrine. The real 
and final solution must be sought somewhere else—far, far deeper 
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than most of us now suspect. I do not know wherein it lies: I 
only know wherein it does not lie. Let us study it out calmly and 
dispassionately. 
Read this letter carefully before you condemn me.

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“The Christians are Christians in giving charities and in their 
private and civil dealings. But they are not Christians when they 
come to international relations. They “strain at a gnat, and swallow 
a camel" So long as the professedly Christian nations recognize no 
authority but that of the ‘mailed fist’; so long as they have no regard 
for the right and claims of the weaker nations; so long as they 
place national and commercial gain and territorial aggression over 
and above the dictates of justice and righteousness,—so long Chris- 
tianity can never become a world power, so long all your missionary 
work can never long endure and will all be swept away at a signal 
of Mars!” 

This was the statement of Suh Hu, a well known Chinese, in 
his lecture last night at the Presbyterian Church on “The Christian 
Opportunity in China,” the fifth in a series of talks on “The 


Spiritual Significance of Secular Callings.” Such was his opinion, 
he said, after considering the German seizure of Kiac-chau of 1897 
and the French seizure of Kwangchow Bay of 1898, under the pre- 
text that two German missionaries and one French missionary had 
been killed by the mob, both acts being responsible for the Boxer 
uprising in 1900. Suh Hu continued: 

“If Christianity is to become a world religion, it is the duty of 
every individual Christian and every Christian Church to pledge 
himself, herself, or itself to raise the present standard of interna- 
tional morality. Most of you take it for granted that what you are 
fond of calling ‘civilization’ is based upon the solid rock of Chris- 
tianity. But let me tell you with all sincerity that the present 
civilization is founded, not upon the Christian ideals of love and 
righteousness, but upon the law of the jungle—the law that might 
makes right! Think of the many Christian nations now praying in 
the churches and to the Christian God for victory and success in 
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their efforts to destroy their fellow Christians! And then think of 
the Christian commandment: e love ye one another; Love thy 
enemy; Resist not evil.” 

After showing the growing popularity of Christianity in China 
and the gradual removal of. such difficulties as those which the 
pioneer missionary had to encounter, the speaker devoted much time 
to discussing what the missionaries have done and car do in that 
vast country. There are three lines of work which the Christian 
may accomplish: First, making converts; second, spreading the 
Christian ideas and ideals; and third, rendering practical service. 

“There was a time when the missionaries were paid according 
to the number or converts they had made. But that is not what 
China wants, nor is it what the churches should emphasize in send- 
ing their missionaries. 

“More important is the spreading of the essentials of Chris- 
tianity, by which are meant, not the theological dogmas such as the 


doctrines of virgin birth, of original sin, of atonement, etc., but the 
truly Christian doctrine of love, of loving one's neighbor, of even 
loving one's enemy, of nonresistance, of forgiveness, of self-sacrifice 
and of service. The missionary should spread broadcast these Chris- 
tian ideals, and present them to the native minds in whatever way 
be sees fit. He should not stress the increase of the roll of his 
church members, but rather leave these ideals to take root and bear 
fruit in the minds of the people. 

“A third and still more important object of the missionary is to 
render practical service, under which we may enumerate education, 
social reform, and medical and surgical missions. Along these lines 
the Christian missionaries have accomplished a great deal, especi- 
ally the medical missions which, to my mind, are the crowning 
glory and success of the missionary propaganda. 

“The real value of the missionary lies in the fact that the 
foreign missionary, like a returned. student from abroad, always 
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carries with him a new point of view, a critical spirit, which is often 
lacking when a people have grown accustomed and indifferent to 
the existing order of things, and which is absolutely necessary for 
any.reform mevement.”

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Editor Ithaca Daily Newa: 

Sir—Dr. W. E. Griffis’s statement concerning the Japanese de- 
mands on China, published in the Post-Standard yesterday morning 
and quoted in the evening papers here, calls for a word of comment. 

“Let Japan direct the destinies of China,” Doctor Griffis is re- 


ported to have said. “This is the wisest course to pursue in settling 
the troubles between the two nations.” While we do not doubt the 
doctor's good will towards the Mikado's empire, nor his knowledge 
of that country, we cannot help feeling that he has ignored one 
important factor. He has failed to see that the Orient of today is 
no longer the same Orient as he saw it decades ago. In these days 
of national consciosness and racial solidarity no nation can ever 
hope to “direct the destinies” of another im order to settle the 
trouble between them. Has Doctor Griffis failed to learn from his 
Japanese source of information that there have already been very 
strong anti-Japanese sentiments, nay, anti-Japanese movements 
everywhere in China? Does he think that the Chinese will long 
acquiesce to Japan’s direction of their destinies, even if she can 
temporarily succeed to do so? 

There is, however, an element of truth in the statement that “it 
is for Japan’s own advantage for China to remain united and streng

and to develop her resources.” China is the bulwark of Japan, 
and as the Chinese proverb goes, “the destruction of the lips chills 
the teeth.” It is for that very reason that there should be a better 
understanding and relationship between -China and Japan. But if 
Japan thinks she can acquire this “advantage” by dominating over 
China and directing her affairs by force, then she is gravely mis- 
taken. What she has done and is now doing to China is nothing 
but sowing the seeds of hatred deep in the hearts of the Chinese 
and lowering her own esteem in.the eyes of the more humanitarian 
nations. 

Doctor Griffis also tells us that Count Okuma “intends to be per- 
fectly just to China.” Does the learned doctor deduce the notion of 
“perfect justice” from the Japanese demands? We wonder what 
his criterion of “perfect justice” could be.

“I gave the reporter in Syracuse the Japanese view of affairs, not 


mine, and the reports you justly object to are not accurate, nor my 
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According to this statement Japan withdrew requests relating 
to the establishment of a joint Chino-Japanese police service in 
certain localities. It also withdrew the suggestion that the Japanese 
be permitted to own land for the purpose of erecting churches. The 
proposal that China shall not cede any territory on the coast to any 
foreign Power will not be included in the treaty, but the same idea 
will be proclaimed to the world in a. declaration to be made by the 
Chinese Government. Japan did not force the acceptance of the 
much-disputed group 5 contained in the original demand, but pre- 
ferred to reserve the privilege to confer with China at some future 
time with a view to arriving at a satisfaetory settlement of the 
matters included in that group. With regard to Eastern Inner 
Mongolia, Fukien Province and the Han-yeh-ping Company, Japan 


has greatly modified her proposal. In addition, Japan definitely 
proposed to return Kiao-chau to China, provided, of course, that 
the Powers at the end of the war accord Japan the right of free 
disposal of the territory. 

STATUS OF SOUTH MANCHURIA. 

The most important part of the agreement consists of terras 
relating to South Manchuria. These terms, as accepted by China, 
are in substance as follows: (1) Japanese subjects to be permitted 
to lease or buy land for erecting buildings for commercial and in- 
dustrial purposes “or for agricultural purposes; (2) Japanese subjects 
to have liberty to nter, travel, or reside in South Manchuria and 
to conduct business of all kinds; (3) to enjoy the above privileges 
the Japanese subjects shall present passports to the local Chinese 
authorities and shall be registered by the said Chinese authorities; 
(4) they shall be governed by the Chinese police laws and regula- 
tions approved by the Japanese consuls, and shall pay to the Chinese 
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authorities taxes approved by the Japanese consuls. 


When the laws and judicial system of South Manchuria shall 
have been reformed in accord with modern principles of jurispru- 
dence, all civil and criminal suits involving Japanese subjects shall 
be tried and decided by Chinese courts. Pending such reformation, 
however, the Japanese consul, where a Japanese subject is a de- 
fendant, and the Chinese official, where a Chinese is the defendant, 
shall respectively try and decide civil and criminal cases, the Jap- 
anese consul and the Chinese official being permitted each to send 
his authorized agent to attend the trial of the other and watch the 
proceedings. Civil cases concerning land between Japanese and 
Chinese shall be examined and decided jointly by the Japanese 
consul and the Chinese official in accordance with the laws and local 
customs of China. 

REGARDING EASTERN MONGOLIA. 
With regard to eastern inner Mongolia, the agreement arrived 


at consists of the following terms: (1) China shall permit ¡joint 
enterprises of the Japanese and Chinese in agriculture and allied 
industries; (2) in case China contemplates contracting either rail- 
way loans or any loans to be secured by taxes she shall first consult 
Japan; (3) China shall open a number of places to foreign trade. 

As to the Han-yeh-ping Company, in which Japan has invested 
some $10,000,000, China agrees: (1) To approve the arrangement 
for joint management that may be made in the future between the 
company and the Japanese capitalists; (2) not to confiscate its 
property; (3) not to nationalize the undertaking without the consent 
of the interested Japanese capitalists; (4) not to permit it to con- 
tract any foreign loan other than Japanese. 

Regarding Fukien Province, the Chinese territory nearest to 
the Japanese island of Formosa, the Chinese Government engages 
not to grant any foreign Power the right to build shipyard, coaling 
or naval station, or any other military establishment on or along its 
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coast. Nor shall Chine permit any such establishment to be built 
with any foreign capital. 


These are the sum and substance of the terms accepted by 
China. 

PROVISIONS OF GROUP FIVE. 

In addition to these, there is group five, which China refused 
to accept, and regarding which Japan reserves the privilege of 
future consideration. This group consists of these terms: (1) That 
the Chinese Government shall, in case it be deemed necessary in 
the future, employ Japanese advisers; (2) that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment shall permit Japanese subjects to lease or purchase land 
for the purpose of building schools and hospitals in the interior; 
(3) that the Chinese Government shall at some future time send 
military officers to Japan in order to make arrangements directly 
with the Japanese military authorities either for purchase of arms 
from Japan or for establishing an arsenal in China under a joint 


Japanese and Chinese management; (4) that the Chinese Govern- 
ment shall grant Japan the desired railway concession in South 
China in case it becomes clear that there is no objection in this 
respect on the part of any other Power, or that the Chinese Govern- 
ment shall refrain from entering into any agreement with any other 
party concerning the railway lines in question until Japan may, in- 
dependently with the present negotiation with China, reach an 
agreement with the party whose interests are, in the opinion of 
the Chinese Government, opposed to the proposed lines; (5) that 
Japanese Buddhists be permitted to preach their doctrines in any 
part of China. 

From the careful wording of the terms of group five it is ob- 
vious that Japan has no intention to encroach upon England's sphere 
of influence. The railway which Japan proposes to build, connect- 


ing Hankow, Kiu-kiang, and Hangchow, will never be built without 
England's previous consent. 
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TEXT OF PRESIDENT'S SPEECH. 


The text of President Wilson's speech follows: 
“It warms my heart that you should give me such a reception, 


but it is not of myself that 1 wish to think to-night, but of those 
who have just become citizens of the United States. This is the 
only country in the world which experiences this constant and 
repeated re-birth. Other countries depend upon the multiplication 
of their own native people. This country is constantly drinking 
strength out of new sources by the voluntary association with it of 
great bodies of strong men and forward-looking women. And so, 
by the gift of the free will of independent people it is constantly 
being renewed from generation to generation by the same process 
by which it was originally created. It is as if humanity had de- 
termined to see to it that this great nation, founded for the benefit 
of humanity, should not lack for the allegiance of the people of 
the world. 

“You have just taken an oath of allegiance to the United States. 
Of allegiance to whom? Of allegiance to no one, unless it be God. 
Certainly not of allegiance to those who temporarily represent this 
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great Government. You have taken an oath of allegiance to a great 
ideal, to a great body of principles, to a great hope of the human 
race. You have said, ‘We are going to America, not only to earn 
a living, not only to seek the things which it was more difficult to 
obtain where yov. were born, but to help forward the great enter- 
prises of the human spirit—to let men know that everywhere in 
the world there are men who will cross strange oceans and go where 
a speech is spoken which is alien to them, knowing that, whatever 
the speech, there is but one longing and utterance of the human 
heart, and that is for liberty and justice. 
LOOKING ONLY FORWARD. 

And while you bring all countries with you, you come with a 
purpose of leaving all other countries behind you—bringing what 
is best of their spirit, but not looking over your shoulders and 
seeking to perpetuate what you intended to leave in them. I cer- 
tainly would not be one even to suggest that a man ceases to love 


the home of his birth and the nation of his origin—these things 
are very sacred and ougkt not to be put out of our hearts 一 but 
it is one thing to love the place where you were born and it is 
another thing to dedicate yourself to the place to which you go, 
You, cannot dedicate yourself to America unless you become in every 
respect and with every purpose of your will thorough Americans, 
You cannot become thorough Americans if you think of yourselves 
in groups. America does not consist of groups. A man who thinks 
himself as belonging to a particular national group in America has 
not yet become an American, and the man who goes among you to 
trade upon your nationality is no worthy son to live under the Stars 
and Stripes. 

“My urgent advice to you would be not only always to think 
first of America, but always, also, to think first of humanity. Yoy 
do not love humanity if you seek to divide humanity into jealous 
camps. Humanity can be welded together only by love, by 
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sympathy, by justice, not by jealousy and hatred. I am sorry for 
the man who seeks to make personal capital out of the passions of 
his fellowmen. He has lost the touch and ideal of America, for 
America was created to unite mankind by those passions which lift 
and not by the passions which separate and debase. 

“We came to America, either ourselves or in persons of our 
ancestors, to better the ideals of men, to make them see finer things 
than they had seen before, to get rid of things that divide, and to 
make sure of the things that unite. It was but an historical ac- 
cident no doubt that this great country was called the “United 
States,’ and yet I am very thankful that it has the word ‘united’ in 
its title; and the man who seeks to divide man from man, group 
from group, interest from interest, in the United States is striking 
at its very heart. 

“It is a very interesting circumstance to me, in thinking of 
those of you who have just sworn allegiance to this great Govern- 


ment, that you were drawn across the ocean by some beckoning 
finger of hope, by some belief, by some vision of a new kind of 
justice, by some expectation of a better kind of life. 

“No doubt you have been disappointed in some of us: some of 
us are very disappointing. No doubt you have found that justice 
in the United States goes only with a pure heart and a right purpose, 
as it does everywhere else in the world. No doubt what you found 
here didn't seem touched for you, after all, with the complete beauty 
of the ideal which you had conceived beforehand. 

“But remember this, if we had grown at all poor in the ideal, 
you brought some of it with you. A man does not go out to seek 
the thing that is not in him. A man does not hope for the thing 
that he does not believe in, and if some of us have forgotten what 
America believed in, you, at any rate, imported,in your own hearts 
a renewal of the belief. That is the reason that I, for one, make 
you welcome. 
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REALIZING A DREAM. 

“If I have in any degree forgotten what America was intended 
for, I will thank God if you will remind me. 

“I was born in America. You dreamed dreams of what 
America was to be, and I hope you brought the dreams with you. 
No man that does not see visions will ever realize any high hope or 
undertake any high enterprise. 

“Just because you brought dreams with you, America is more 
likely to realize the dreams such as you brought. You are enriching 
us if you came expecting us to be better than we are. 

“See, my friends, what that means. It means that Americans 
must have a consciousness different from the consciousness of every 
other nation in the world. I am not saying this with even the 
slightest thought of .criticism of other nations. You know how it 
is with a family. A family gets centred on itself if it is not care- 
ful, and is less interested in the neighbors than it is in its own 


members. 

“So a nation that is not constantly renewed out of new sources 
is apt to have the narrowness and prejudice of a family. Whereas, 
America must have this consciousness, that on all sides it touches 
elbows and touches hearts with all the nations of mankind. 

TOO PROUD TO FIGHT. 

“The example of America must be a special example. The 
example of America must be the example not merely of peace be- 
cause it will not fight, but of peace because peace is the healing and 
elevating influence of the world and strife is not. 

“There. is such a thing as a man being too proud to fight. 
There is such a thing as a nation being so right that it does not 
need to convince others by force that it is right. 

“So, if you come into this great nation as you have come, 
voluntarily seeking something that we have to give, all that we 
have to give is this: We cannot exempt you from work. No man 
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is exempt from work anywhere in the world. I sometimes think he 
is fortunate if he has to work only with his hands and not with his 
head. It is very easy to do what other people give you to do, but 
it is very difficult to give other people things to do. We cannot 
exempt you from work; we cannot exempt you from the strife and 
the heart-breaking burden of the struggle of the day—that is com- 
mon to mankind everywhere. We cannot exempt you from the loads 
that you must carry; we can only make them light by the spirit in 
which they are carried. That is the spirit of hope, it is the spirit 
of liberty, it is the spirit of justice. 

“When I was asked, therefore, by the Mayor and the committee 
that accompanied him to come up from Washington to meet this 
great company of newly admitted citizens 1 could not decline the 
invitation. I ought not to be away from Washington, and yet I 
feel that it has renewed my spirit as an American. 

“In Washington men tell you so many things every day that 


are not 80, and I like to come and stand in the presence of a great 
body of my fellow-citizens, whether they have been my fellow- 
citizens a long time or a short time, and drink, as it were, out of 
the common fountains with them, and go back feeling that you 
have so generously given me the sense of your support and of the 
living vitality in your hearts, of its great ideals which made America 
the hope of the world.” 
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“Indeed I have been drifting—farther and farther uway from 
my main purpose. Not without a plausible pretext perhaps,— that 
is the worst of it. I have long needed a steersman who can set me 
on. the right course. Yet so far no one, except you, has been able 
to give me what I am sorely in need of. For a time I began to 
see dimly through mine own eyes this drifting, and was alarmed by 
it. And then this Sino-Japanese Crisis upset the whole thing and 
ence more I found excuses for my irrelevant activities. 

“You have been very kind. You have done me a great deal of 
good. I have now determined to live up to what you said to me 
yesterday..... 

‘So much for idle wishing—how 
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“My present self was not born of my actual parents at such 
and such a date and place. It was born when I met such a friend 
or was taught by such a teacher, or was awakened by.such an ex- 





perience.”

Even the Summer Sun has its wintry aspect, and the conserva- 
tive spirit which pervades the editorial, entitled “A Noble Spectacle,” 
is certainly appalling. 

1 do not see why a party of women suffragists invading a boxing 
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contest in order to secure a hearing for what you, Sir, have properly 
called “The Cause,” should arouse in apparently intelligent souls 
such indignation and sarcasm as you have expressed in your edi- 
torial. Personally—if you will allow me to be a little personal,—I 
have much greater admiration for those ladies whom you have so 
indignantly ridiculed, than for those who have no “causes” what- 
ever, and who can be passively led or invited to enjoy a football 
game or a dancing party. I do not see why the arena for such a 
perfectly barbaric practice as prize fighting should not be more 
legitimately employed as the auditorium for a suffrage oration, than 
a great university daily of the 20th century should be used to pro- 
pagate anti-suffrage or anti-woman ideas. 

It is almost unnecessary for me to point out that the strong 
desire for publicity on the part of the suffragists is due partly to 
the indifference of the public, but partly to the unpardonable reac- 
tionary opposition of some of the “ought-to-know-better” news- 


papers, one of which you have elsewhere compared with the gods

“WHO.” 
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CHINA AND DEMOCRACY 

It is quite unnecessary either to affirm or to deny the truth of 
the news from Peking that the project of proclaiming himself 
Emperor is being deliberately considered by President Yuan Shi- 
kai, and that Professor Frank Johnson Goodnow, President of 
Johns Hopkins University and Constitutional adviser to the Chinese 
Government, has approved the project. Unnecessary it is, because 
neither its truth nor its falsehood affects the real question—namely, 
the question of the present status and future prospect of democracy 


SS PE] 
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in China. 

Let us first consider what the effects would be if the report 
were true. Will the assumption of an imperial title enhance Mr. 
Yuan’s dictatorial powers, or will his refusal to call himself Emperor 
leave China more democratic? My answer is, No. For it is safe to 
say that under the present constitution the president of the Chinese 
Republic has more power that any other ruler in the world, not ex- 
cluding the Kaiser or the Czar. I make this statement advisedly. 
For under the present constitution, in the making of which, we are 
told, Professor Goodnow hag had no little influence, the president 
represents the nation, summons and dissolves the Li-fa-yuen, pro- 
poses legislation and presents budgets in the Li-fa-yuen, executes 
the law, issues ordinances equivalent to national laws, declares war, 
negotiates peace, appoints and dismisses civil and military officers, 
has power to pardon or commute penalties, is the Commander-in- 
Chief of the army and navy, receives Ambassadors and Ministers, 


and makes treaties with foreign nations. What more can a mon- 
archical title add to this long list of governmental powers? 

What is more important is the length of the Presidential term 
of ve and mode of election. The “Procedure of presidential 
Election” passed by the Constitutional Conventionolast December 
contains these unique provisions: 

1. The president shall hold office for a term of ten years, and 
is eligible for re-election. 


2. Fifty members of the Council of state, and fifty members 
of the Li-fa-yuen, to be elected among themselves, shall constitute 
the Electoral College. S 

3. Preceding every presidental election, the present Pre- 
sident, representing the will of the people, shall nominate three men 
to be candidates to succeed himself. 

4. On the day of election the president shall announce to the 


Electoral College the names of the three nominees. 
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5. Besides these three Candidates the Electoral College may 
also vote for the present President. 

6. If during the year of presidential election the members of 
the Council of state deem it a political necessity to have the pre- 
sent president remain in office, they may make proposals to that 
effect by a two-thirds vote of that body. The proposal thus made 
shall be proclaimed to the whole nation by the president. 

Thus, under this unique law, the Chinese president may remain 
in office for life, he alone is entitled to nominate his own successors 
and that does not prevent the electors from re-electing him, nor is 
he legally preclued from nominating his own son or grandson. 
What more can the nominal change from “President” to “Emperor” 
bring to him? 

Not only will this change bring no real increase of power or 
dignity to the occupant of the Presidential Chair, but any such more 
will inevitably result in his ultimate ruin. Those of us who have 


had some experience with the working of the average mind realize 
that there is a great deal in a name. However dictatorial president 
Yuan has become, he has had common sense enough to avoid all 
“words” that may be objectionable to the vast younger generation 
who have long dreamed republican dreams without «nowing ex- 
actly what republicanism means, he has even publicly declared his 
resolution never to aspire to the Imperial throne, and has banished 
several men who have attempted to advocate monarchism. If Mr. 
Yuan is really such a shrewd politician as his Western Critics por- 
tray him to be, he ought to be able to see that his assumption of 
the Imperial title will immediately expose him to the utter dis- 
trust of the whole world and even to the most probable danger of 
assassination. 

The question of a titular change, however, is of very little im- 
portance in the minds of the true republicans of China. The Chi- 
nese democracy, they realize, now exists only in name, for almost 
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two years the country has had no parliament, no provincial legisla- 
tures, no district councils. There are no political parties, no free- 
dom of press, no freedom of speech. Many a youth has been exiled 
or executed or assassinated for no other crime than that of holding 
a radical political philosophy, To be sure, there is a constitution, 
but a constitution that exalts the chief executive beyond the reach 
of the law, the parliament, and the people; a constitution which 
makes the presidency indefinitely long, practically self-elective, and 
almost hereditary!* Under such circumstance, what difference will 
it make whether the “supreme” ruler be called “president” or 
“emperor”? 

4% Whether or not Mr. Yuan will become Emperor does not 
affect the course of Young China (by which 1 do not mean any 
particular political faction), which is struggling hard for the estab- 
lishment of a genuine democracy in China. Young China believes 
in democracy; it believes that the only way to have democracy is 


to have democracy. Government is an art, and as such it needs prac- 
tice. I would never have. been able to speak English had I never 
spoken it. The Anglo-Saxon people would never have had demo- 
cracy had they never practiced democracy. This is a kind of poli- 
tical philosophy which is incomprehensible to men like Professor 
Goodnow. Professor Goodnow and many other well-meaning con- 
stitutional “authorities think that the Oriental people are not 
fit for the democratic form of government because they have never 
had it before. On the contrary, Young China believes that it is 
precisely because China has not had democracy that she must now 
have democracy. It believes that if the first Chinese Republic had 
had a longer life democracy would have by this time established a 
fairly strong hold in China, and the political experience of four 
years’ democratic government, however imperfect that experience 
might have been, would have by this time enabled a vast number 
of the Chinese people to understand what republicanism really 
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means. 

But, alas! the conservatives and the reactionaries have found 
hearty supporters in our foreign critics who have neither faith 
nor patience. They have found their spokesmen in such great 
constitutional authorities as Professors Ariga, of Japan, and Good- 
now, of the American Republic. It is conceivable that Professor 
Ariga should oppose Young China. But when a great scholar from 
the American Republie came out with the declaration that the 
Oriental people were by history and tradition disqualified to have 
representative form of government, the blow was decisive and fatal. 
These great scholars have wrought their “Authoritative” opinions 
into the new constitution of the Chinese Republic, and are now on 
the eve of being decorated by the Chinese Emperor whom they have 
helped to make. 

*The procedure of presidential Election is a part of the con- 
stitution. 
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“As sight is quicker than hearing, so ideas reaching the mind 
by the eye are quicker, more stricking, and vivid, than those which 
reach the mind by the slower process of sound. The character 
forms a picture which really is, or, by early association is con- 
sidered, beautiful and impressive. The Chinese fine writing darts 
upon the mind with a vivid flash; a force and a beauty, of which 
alphabetical language is incapable.”—Morrison: Intro. to his Dict. 
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H. G. Wells seems to have the habit of omitting the nominative 
relative pronoun “that” or “which” after the impersonal “it”. Ex- 
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amples: “It was her money equipped us.” —in The New Machia- 
velli. 
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Something of the elaborate method and painstaking scholarship 
that have been employed in the compilation of the “New English 
Dictionary” is indicated in the prefatory note by the late Sir James 
A. H. Murray to the tenth volume of the great work. In this note 
we are told that the longest article is that on the word TURN, of 
which the simple verb has 47 main senses and 65 sub-senses. 
There are also 25 senses im special phrases, e. g., turn the scale,

that the analysis of the signification of this word, with the arrange- 
ment and illustration of its various meanings, has occupied nearly 
three months, and that the results, although compressed to a mini- 
mum, fill 36 columns.

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The state of mind against which the new spirit among the 
peoples in Asia protests is the one which sees the world as made 
up of two continents only, and which regards a world-settlement 
as any settlement that regulates matters in these two continents, 
with a minimum of cutting and trimming here and there in Africa 
and Asia to make the Western adjustment as smooth as may be. 
“We shall not falter or pause”, said Mr. Asquith yesterday, “until 
we have secured for the smaller states of Europe their charter of 
independence, and for Europe itself final emancipation from a 
reign of force.” But radical opinion in India fails to understand 
why a war fought in Asia as well as in Europe, and one in which 
the people of India are taking part, should leave Asia out of account 
in the settlement. There are Indian aspirations as well as Serb 
and Polish aspirations. Asia is part of the world. Unquestion- 
ably, the war will bring about a wider recognition of the true area 
of the globe, if only through the fact that it has brought together 
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on the battlefield a more extraordinary mingling of races than the 
Roman armies ever witnessed—from America, from Africa, from 
Australia, and from Asia, as well as from Europe. 

It is still true that when we speak of the world-war and of the 
world as it will look after the war, we think almost exclusively of 
the nations of the West. What will happen to seven million 
Belgians, what will happen to less than five million Serbs, is a more 
entrancing question than what the war will do for more than three 
hundred million people in India or nearly three hundred and fifty 
million in China. Where India and China are taken into account, 
they still figure as mere appendages to Western interests. Will 
Teuton or Allied influence in China be paramount after the war? 
How seriously are the German threats against British. rule in India 
to be taken; in other words, will India belong to Great Britain or 
will it pass under Germanic influences? We admit that Asiatic 
problems have been brought into closer touch with Western pro- 


blems, but when we speak of the great settlement after the war, 
the settlement of Asia hardly enters into the reckoning except as 
it may enter as an incidental factor in the rearrangement of affairs 
in Europe.

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It is true that I have much sympathy with the rebels. But I do 
not favor a present revolution.

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the “honest and efficient government” which we all desire.

You wondered “What an Oriental must really and honestly think 
in his innermost heart—of some American Young ladies” (with regard 
to their unconventionalities) ?...... 

It seems to me the whole matter is a question of consistency. One 
must choose either absolutism or liberalism, either treating woman as 
a puppet or as a free human being. One must either lock her up in a 
beautiful chamber, or one must set her really free. 

Now, the American treatment of woman as I understand it, is sup- 
posed to be based on the principle that woman is a free and ration 
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being. Can you trust her? Have you confidence in her ability to act 
freely and rationally, though at times unconventionally, when she is left 
in freedom? If you have no such trust in her, then the logical and 
proper thing will be to lock her up in her own chamber and never to 
allow her to go out of your sight. That is consistency. But if you 
have such confidence in her, then let her be really free. Let her do 
what she herself considers proper and reasonable to do. That's also 
consistency. 

There is no middle ground between freedom and slavery. .......... 

And why should we care about what “the other people” think of 
us? Are we not just as good (if not better) judges of ourselves as 
they? And is not conventionality after all a man-made thing? Is not 
an intelligent man or woman greater than conventionality? The 
sabbath was made for man, and not man for the sabbath! How very 
true: 

To Mrs. H. S. W. Jan. 27, 1916. 
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I remember the first time I saw the American dollar and was graetly 
touched by the simple inscription on it: “In God we trust”. It recalled 
to my mind all the precautionary methods of testing and guarding 
against counterfeit money in my own country,—and I was ashamed. 

But after 6 years’ time I have come to find fault with this inscrip- 
tion which then so greatly incited my admiration. A better inscription, 
I think, would be: “In Man we trust. 


Jan. 27, 1916. 
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I do not condemn revolutions, because I believe that they are neces- 


sary stages in the process of evolution. But I do not favor premature 
revolutions, because they are usually wasteful and therefore unfruitful. 


“When the fruit is ripe, it will fall”, says a Chinese proverb. Pre- 
mature plucking only injures the fruit. It is for this reason that I do 
not entertain. much hope for the revolutions now going on in China, 
although I have deep sympathy for the Revolutionists. 

Personally I prefer to build from the bottom up. I have come to 
believe that there is no short-cut to political decency and efficiency. The 
monarchists have no desire for political decency and efficiency. The 
Revolutionists desire them, but they want to attain them by a short- 
cut—by a revolution. My personal attitude is: “Come what may, let 
us educate the people. Let us lay a foundation for our future genera- 
tions to build upon.” 

This is necessarily a very slow process, and mankind is impatient! 
But, so far as I can see, this slow process is the only process: it is re- 
quisite to revolutions as well as to evolutions.”

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Advocating the training of children in the uses of their senses, 
that they may develop as keen a perception as that of the practi- 
tioner in medicine, Dr. Charles W. Eliot, President Emeritus of 
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Harvard College, in a pamphlet which will shortly be issued by 
the General Education Board calis attention to certain defects in 
our present educational methods. 

“In respect to the training of their senses,” says Dr. Eliot, 
“the children of well-to-do parents nowadays are often worse off 
than the children of the poor, because they are not called upon te 
perform services in the household or on the farm which give 
practice in accurate observation and manual dexterity. The traim 
in of the senses should always have been a prime object in human 
education. 

“The kind of education the modern world has inherited from 
ancient times was based chiefly on:literature. As a result the 
programs of secondary schools in the United States allotted only 
an insignificant portion of school time to the cultivation of the per- 
ceptive power through music and drawing, and, until lately, boys 
and girls in secondary schools did not have their attention directed 


to the fine arts by any outsider or voluntary organizations.” 

That medicine and surgery have attained their remarkable 
progress in the last twenty-five years Dr. Eliot attributes to the 
training which the practitioner receives in accurate diagnosis, and 
its consequent high development of the perceptive faculties. Similar 
training in other branches of education Dr. Eliot believes to be of 
prime importance for the coming generation. 

“The changes which ought to be made immediately in the pro- 
grams of American secondary schools, in order to correct the 
glaring deficiencies in the programs,” he says, “are, chiefly: The 
introdution of more hand, ear, and eye work, such as drawing, 
carpentry, turning, music, sewing, and cooking, and the giving of 
much time to the sciences of observation. These sciences should 
be taught in the most concrete manner possible—that is, in labora- 
tories, with ample experimenting done by the individual pupil with 
his own eyes and hands, and in the field, through the pupil’s own 
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observation, guided by expert leaders"

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(1) “A substitute for force” meaning a substitute which shall 
not involve a use of force—such a substitute there is none. 
(2) Even the doctrine of non-resistance can only mean that, 
as Dewey points out, “under given conditions, passive resistance 
is more effective resistance than overt resistance would be.” 
(3) The real problem is to seek a more economical and there- 
fore more efficient way of employing force: a substitute. for 
the present crude form and wasteful use of force. 

(1) What is the trouble with the world is not that force pre- 
vails, but that force does not prevail. The present war, which 
is the greatest display of force ever undertaken by mankind, 
has only resulted in a dead lock. Has force prevailed? 

Why force has nct prevailed? Because force has been wasted. 
Force has been so used as to create for itself a host of rival 
forces which tend to cancel itself. Under the present system, 
force is employed to resist force and is canceled in the process 


of mutual resistance and results in total waste and, sterility. 
(3) In order that force may prevail, it must be organized and 
regulated and directed toward some common object. 
(4) Government by law is an example of organized force. 
(5) Organization of force avoids waste and secures efficiency. 
(6) The organizing of the forces of the nations for the 
enforcement of international law and peace. 

III. Some details of the plan. 
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“A friend of mine, a physician who had devoted himself special- 
ly to ophthalmic surgery, tested my eyesight one evening, and in- 
formed me that it was quite uninteresting to him because it was 
‘normal’. I naturally took this to mean that it was like everybody 
else's; but he rejected this construction as paradoxical, and hastened 
to explain to me that 1 was an exceptional and highly fortunate 
person optically, ‘normal’ sight conferring the power of seeing 
things accurately, and being enjoyed by only about ten per cent 
of the population, the remaining ninety per cent being abnormal.

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On the whole, one cannot help admiring the spirit that animates 
the “new poets” in spite of some of their ludicrous failures to reach 
a new and higher poetry in their verse. They at least aim for the 
real, the natural; their work is a protest against the artificial in life 
as well as poetry. It is curious to note, moreover, that the principles 
upon which they found their art are simply, as Miss Lowell, quoted 
by Professor Erskine, tells us, “the essentials of all great poetry,

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indeed of all great literature." These six principles of imagism are 
from the preface to “Some Imagist Poets": 

1. To use the language of common speech, but to employ always 
the exact word, not the nearly exact nor the merely decorative word. 

2. To create new rhythms—as the expression of new moods— 
and not to copy old rhythms, which merely echo old moods. We do 
not insist upon “free verse" as the only method of writing poetry. 
We fight for it as for a principle of liberty. We believe that the 
individuality of a poet may often be better expressed in free verse 
than in conventional forms. In poetry a new cadence means a new 
idea. 

3. To allow absolute freedom in the choice of the subject. 

4. To present an image, (hence the name *Imagist.") We are 
not a school of painters, but we believe that poetry should render 
particulars exactly and mot deal in vague generalities, however 
magnificent and sonorous. 


5. To produce poetry that is hard and clear, never blurred nor 


indefinite. 
6. Finally, most of us believe that concentration is of the very 


essence of poetry.

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I am proposing, as it were, that the nations should with one 
accord adopt the doctrine of President Monroe as the doctrine of 








the world: That no nation should seek to extend its policy over 
any other nation or people, but that every people should be left free 


to determine its own policy, its own way of development, unhindered, 
unthreatened, unafraid, the little along with the great and powerful. 

I am proposing that all nations henceforth avoid entangling 
alliances which would draw them into competition of power. Catch 
them in a net of intrigue and selfish rivalry, and disturb their own 
affairs with influences intruded from without. "There is no entang- 
ling alliance in à concert of power. When all unite to act in the 
same sense and with the same purpose, all act in the common in- 
terest and are free to live their own lives under a common protection. 

I am proposing government by tht consent of the governed; 
that freedom of the seas which in international conference after 
conference representatives of the United States have urged with the 
eloquence of those who are the convinced disciples of liberty; and 
that moderation of armaments which makes of armies and navies 
& power for order merely, not an instrument of aggression or of 
selfish Violence. 
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These are American principles, American policies. We can 
stand for no others. And they are also the principles and policies 
of forward-looking men and women everywhere, of every modern 
nation, of every enlightened Community. They are the principles 


of mankind and must prevail. 
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The position of Mr. Holt and his associates in these interrational 
proposals is precisely like that of an individual who in private life 
should demand that if a ruffian slapped the face of a decent citizen's 
wife, and if the decent citizen promptly knocked the ruffian down, 
the peace League should, in the interest of the ruffian, attack the 
man who objected to having his wife’s face slapped. Faithfully 
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We believe it to be desirable for the United States to join a 
league of nations binding the signatories to the following: 
First: All justiciable questions arising between the signatory 
powers, not settled by negotiation, shall, subject to. the limitations 


of treaties, be submitted to a judicial tribunal for hearing and judg- 
ment, both upon the merits and upon any issue as to its jurisdiction 





of the question. 
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Second: All other questions arising between the signatories 
and not settled by negotiation, shall be submitted to a council of 
conciliation for hearing, consideration and recommendation. 

Third: The signatory powers shall jointly use forthwith both 
their economic and military forces against any one of their number 
that goes to war, or commits acts of hostility, against another of 
the signatories before any question arising shall be submitted as 
provided in the foregoing. 

The following interpretation of Article Three has been authoriz- 
ed by the Executive Committee? “The signatory powers shall joint- 
ly use, forthwith, their economic forces against any of their number. 
that refuses to submit any question which arises to an international 
judicial tribunal or council of conciliation before threatening war. 
They shall follow this by the joint use of their military forces 
against that nation if it actually proceeds to make war or invades 
another's territory without first submitting, or offering to submit, 


its grievance to the court or council aforesaid and awaiting its con- 
clusion.” 

Fourth: Conferences between the signatory powers shall be 
held from time to time to formulate and codify rules of interna- 
tional law, which, unless some signatory shall signify its dissent with- 
in a stated period, shall thereafter govern in the decisions of the 
Judicial Tribunal mentioned in Article One.

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I thought for a while that I was back in Russia and not in 
“free” America. Worse than that—for the precise address I in- 





tened to give had been delivered last October in Moscow and the 
address had been approved by the Chief of Police before it was 


delivered. 
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A “Very, often ideas got beyond the control of men and 
carried men, philosophers, et al., along with it. That ideas have 
had ‘an ancestry and posterity of their own’ (in the words of Lord 
Acton) is an indictment against the intellectual passivity and 
slovenness of mankind. We have allowed ideas to run wild and 
work disaster to the world. Think of the idea of nationalism..... 

“We have succeeded in controling nature, and it is high time 
for us to think about how to control ideas....... 


“The first step in this direction is to find a criterion to test 
the value of ideas.......Ideas must be tested in terms of “the values 
of leeis 

“The other step......is to find a way for the control of the 
formation of ideas. This I believe to lie in the direction of system- 
atically gathering, interpreting, and diffusing the facts of life. We 
must have statistics, laboratories, experiment stations, libraries, 
ete, to furnish us with facts about the real conditions of society, 
the nation and the world. Without facts no truly workable ideas 
can be formed. 

“Heretofore ideas have come from the air, from the “world of 
ideas.’ Hereafter, ideas should come from the laboratories......” 
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Wc stand firm in armed neutrality, since it seems that in no 
ether way We can demonstrate what it is we insist upon and cannot 
forego. We may even be drawn on, by circumstances, not by our 
own purpose or desire, to à more active assertion of our rights as 
we see them and a more immediate association with the great 
struggle itself. * * * 

We are provincials no longer. The tragical events of the thirty 
months of vital turmoil through which we have just passed have 
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made us citizens of the world. There can be no turning back. Our 
own fortunes as a nation are involved, whether we would have it 
so or not. 

And yet we are not the less Americans on that account. We 
shall be the more American if we but remain true to the principles 
in which we have been bred. They are not the principles of a pro- 
vince or of a single continent. We have known and boasted all along 
that they were the principles of a liberated mankind. These, there- 
fore, are the things we shall stand for, whether in war or in peace: 

That all nations are equally interested in the peace of the 
world and in the political stability of free peoples, and equally 
responsible for their maintenance. 

That the essential principle of peace is the actual equality 
of nations in all matters of right or privilege. 

That peace cannot securely or justly rest upon an armed 
balance of power. 
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That Governments derive all their just powers from the 
consent of the governed and that no other powers should be 
supported by the common thought, purpose, or power of the 
family of nations. 

That the seas should be equally free and safe for the use 
of all peoples, under rules set up by common agreement and 
consent, and that, so far as practicable, they should be accessible 
to all upon equal terms. 

That national armaments should be limited to the necessi- 
ties of national order and domestic safety. 

That the community of interest and of power upon which 
peace must nenceforth depend imposes upon each nation the 
duty of seeing to it that all influences proceeding from its own 
citizens meant to encourage or assist revolution in other States 
should be sternly and effectually suppressed and prevented. 
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That Governments derive all their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed, and that no other powers should be supported 
by the common thought, purpose or power of the family of nations. 
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Groups of students, easily dittinguished by their blue caps 
and dark uniforms, fell into step wit rough units of rebel soldiers, 
and were joined by other heterogenetus elements, united for the 
time being by a cause greater than par isan differences. 
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The great object in trying to understand history, political, 
religious, literary or scientific, is to get behind men and to grasp 
ideas. Ideas have a radiation and development, an ancestry and 
posterity of their own, in which men play the part of godfathers 
and godmothers more than that of legitimate parents. ...... Those 
elements of society must needs react upon the state; that is, try 
to get political power and use it to qualify the Democracy of the 
constitution (in France). And the state power must needs try to 
react on society, to protect itself against the hostile elements. This 
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is a law of Nature, and the vividness and force with whicn we 
trace the motion of history depends on the degree to which we look 


beyond persons and fix our gaze on things. ...... This is my 
quarrel with Seeley (“The Expansion of England”). He discerns 
no Whiggism but only Whigs. ......

And if he went so far as to investigate the cause of tnese local up- 
heavals of the academic atmosphere he would discover that John 
Dewey had moved from one place to the other. It might be a long 
time before the psychometeorologist would trace these thought 
currents spreading over the continent back to their origin, a 
secluded class-room where the most modest man imaginable was 
seated and talking in a low voice for an hour or two a day. 

Knowing that every biographer is expected to show that the 
subject of his sketch got his peculiar talents by honest inherit- 
ance I wrote to Professor Dewey to inquire what there was in his

genealogy to account for his becoming a philosopher. His ancestry 
is discouraging to those who would find an explanation for all 
things in heredity. 

My ancestry, particularly on my father's side, is free from all 
blemish. All my fore-fathers earned an honest living as farmers, 
wheelwrights, coopers. I was absolutely the first one in seven 
generations to fall from grace. In the last few years atavism has 
set in and I have raised enough vegetables and fruit really to pay 
for my own keep. 

John Dewey was born in Burlington, Vermont, October 20, 
1859, the son of Archibald S. and Lucina A. (Rich) Dewey. His 
elder brother, Davis Rich Dewey, is professor of economics and 
statistics in the Massachusetts Institute of Technology and the 
author of the Special Report. on Employees and Wages in the 12th 
Census as well as of many other works on finance and industry. 

John Dewey went to the State University in his native town 
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and received his A. B, degree at twenty. Being then uncertain 
whether his liking for philosophical studies was sufficient to be 
taken as a call to that calling he applied to the one man in America 
most competent and willing to decide such a question, W. T. Harris, 
afterward United States Commissioner for Education, but then 
superintendent of schools in St. Louis. Think of the courage and 
enterprize of a man who while filling this busy position and when 
the war was barely over started a Journal of Speculative Philosophy 
and founded a Philosophical Society and produced a series of trans- 
lations of Hegel, Fichte and other German metaphysicians. It 
would be hard to estimate the influence of Dr. Harris in raising 
the standards of American schools and in arousing an interest in 
intellectual problems. When young Dewey sent him a brief article 
with a request for personal advice he returned so encouraging a 
reply that Dewey decided to devote himself to philosophy. So, 
after a year spent at home reading under the direction of Pro- 


fessor. Torrey of the University of Vermont, one of the old type 
of scholarly gentleman, Dewey went to Johns Hopkins University, 
the first American university to make graduate and research work 
its main object. Here he studied under George S. Morris and fol- 
lowed him to the University of Michigan as Instructor in Philosophy 
after receiving his Ph.D. at Johns Hopkins in 1884. Two years 
later he married Alice Chipman of Fenton, Michigan, who has been 
ever since an effective collaborator in his educational and social 
work, In 1888 he went to the University of Minnesota as Pro- 
fessor of Philosophy but was called back to Michigan at the end 
of one year. 

When President Harper went thru the country picking up 
brilliant and promising young men for the new University of 
Chicago Dewey was his choice for the chair of philosophy. During 
the ten years Dewey spent on the Midway Plaisance he had the 
opportunity to try out the radical ideas of education of which I 
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have spoken. In 1904 Dewey was called to Columbia University 
where he has since remained. 
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
